Names, addresses and telephone 
numbers of some 275 students have 
been sent to the Ration Board Au- 
thorities for use in the coming pro- 
gram of issuing permanent ration 
books. These names are of those 
students who declared in the re- 
cent registration that they arc will- 
ing to do free spare time work and 
who have two or more consecutive 
leisure hours at their disposal.

The nation Board declared that 
it would choose from these names 
and would contact the people con- 
cerned by telephone. About thirty 
students will be needed to work at 
one time and it is hoped that two 
to three hour shifts will be arrang- 
ed. There are throughout the city 
some eleven ration boards and stu- 
dents will be allocated to these as 
efficiently as po&sible. It is also

A further clarifying of the 
science student regulations 
shows that a man must sign his 
Declaration as being cither will- 
ing or unwilling to Join the 
Armed Services as a Technical 
Officer. A direct refusal to sign 
either way will result in inune- 
diate expulsion. 



Scholarships 
Offered Grads 

Research Council 
Gives Awards 
To Scientists . 



The National Research Council 
is offering a number of post-grad- 
uate scholarships, bursaries and fel- 
lowships. The departments of sci- 
ence in which capacity for research 
will be accepted for qualifying for 
an award are Biology, Chemistry, 
Engineering, Geology, Metallurgy, 
Mineralogy, Physics and Mathema- 
tics. ^ 

The granting of an award by the 
Council does not exempt a grantee 
from the provisions of the Univer- 
sity Science Students' Regulations, 
1943, or the National Selective Ser- 
vice Mobilization Regulations. The 
Council also calls attention to the 
clause that states that no student 
shall pursue postgraduate iludlu 
In any subject, unless in the opinion 
of the luilversity authorities and 
the Officer Conunandlng the mili- 
tary district in which the univer- 
sity is situated, the pursuance of 
such studies is in the national inter- 
est or will aid in the prosecution 
of the war. 

The awards range from bursaries 
of $250 to fellowships of |750, but 
applicants are warned that only 
those with ^outstanding records will 
be considered. Applications should 
be mailed on or before March 1 to

ConcordAsked 
In Education 

Parker Shows 
Need for a 
National Policy 

SaskvUe, ^ Nji.~(aUJ>.) —K Na- 
tional Educational Policy Is a major 
need facing Canada today, in the 
opinion of Kenneth A. Parker, Act- 
ing Headmaster of the Mount Alli- 
son Academy and Conunercial Col- 
lege, expressed at a meeting of the 
SackvlUe Rotary Club. 

Both for a more successful Total 
War effort, and for a successful ap 
proBch to the exacting demands of 
post-war reconstruction period. Is 
this step of, completely revising 
Canada's educational policy neccs 
sary. "Real Canadian unity cannot 
be achieved," said Mr. Parker, "un 
less our provincial educational re- 
sources are pooled. A second fun- 
damental reason for a National Pol- 
icy is based on the assimiption that 
every 'Canadlan boy 'and girl Is en 
titled to an education according to 
their capacities and needs. This 1^ 
the quintessence of democracy." 
. To realize these aims Mr. Parker 
points out that seven objectives 
must be achieved, among theht that 
by establishing more uniformity In 
the school curriculum, a student 
will be able to transfer from one 
section of the country to the other, 
and also to facilitate the transfer 
of teachers, secondly to promote 
more uniformity In text-books, and 
to provide for those unable to af< 
ford them, and lastly to Increase 
the salaries of teachers to create a 
fairer distribution of the burden of 
taxation. 



Enemy Now Using New, More 
Effective TyMg^LIncendiary 



Reports have been received from 
Britain that the enemy is now 
using a new and much more dan- 
gerous and more complicated types 
of Incendiary bombs. Some of these 
are a combination of high explo. 
slvei and incendiary bombs, and 
therefore cannot be attacked in the 
same way < as the ordinary magnes- 
ium type of bomb that .most stu- 
dents have learnt aliout In' their 
AJtP.. courses. 

These new bombs create greater 
hazards in the field of Incendiary 
defence than has been known to 
date, and also necessitate radical 
changes^ in the methods used by 
AJtP. wardens In dealing with 
bombs, and many of the ■ methods 
which were effective' earlier In the 
war . are now useless and roust be 
dUcarded. The Director of Civil Air 
Raid Precautions In Ottawa has Is- 
sued instructions on how to deal 
with tbe new fire bombs, and ex- 
plosive incendiaries, . and cancels all 
former instructions which have 
heretofore been followed. 

As well as changing his types of 
fire bomb the. enemy has also 
changed his method of atUck, in 
order to' spread confusion among 
the peop1e,\and' huge fires among 
the btilldlngs.' Whereas he used 'to 
àxo» his bombs b^, agatiiriM titwn 



over a wide area, he now concen 
trates his attack on one aroa at a 

time in order to start uncontrollable 
fires. The bombs arc dropped In 
containers which carry anywhere 
from 10 to 100 bombs and which 
spread these bombs from a low altl' 
t^ide. ' 

These bombs arc much more'dan- 
gerous to approach, and must be 
attacked from behind the shelter 
of a brick wall at least four inches 
thick. The casing of the bomb 
breaks into tiny fragments that 
Katter at a very high velocity, high 
enough to kill or seriously Injure 
a person. The explosive ' type of 
incendiary has a high explosive 
part attached to the body of the 
bomb, and this will explode within 
seven minutes after landing* Until 
sevtti minute's have passed it is 
foolhardy to go near the bomb. 
After that time it is reason3t>ly safe 
to attack the bomb ftom closer 
quarters, > ■ 

The best weapon against these 
bombs Is a stream of water. This u 
the only medium with which the 
bombs may be attacked from a safe 
distance. On no' account rhould fa 
burning fire, bomb be approached 
R«meml>er-^any j incendiary bomb 
may be' an explosive one so all must 
ba breatod aa t)M>U{[|^th«g^-w«N.

In Signalling, Telegraphy 

Captain Warrfen inspected the 
beginners' and advanced coed 
classes in Signalling and Tele- 
graphy and complimented the 
girls on their progress, and was 
pleased with the work of the 
instructors in both sections. 

The objective for the begin- 
ners Is twelve words per min- 
ute while that for the advanced 
group is twenty words. The* 
Captain compared the work of 
the women students favourably 
' with the men who have .been 
studying the course for the same 
length of time. 

The course In signalling and 
telegraphy is part of the war 
training for women and may be 
taken by anyone^In.the second, 
third or fourth yean. 



Student Staff 
Report Given 

Recommends 

University Selective 
Service Board 

Toronto. — (C.U.P.) — The report 
of the Student-Staff Conference held 
last December at 'Toronto Unlver 
slty was recently rcleased>for pub< 
licatlon. The report antedated the 
gathering . ot^^ Canadian tmlveMlty 
representatives which took place at 
Ottawa Inimediately preceding the 
opening of the present term, and it 
was put before the assembled execu- 
tives, by President Cody of Toronto 
University. Its contents, however, 
have only now been made public. 

The chief recommendation made 
at the conference was the appoint- 
ment of a University Selective Ser- 
vice Board in order to determine 
the future status of students In the 
university, with the aim of giving 
maximum assistance to the war 
effort of the nation. This Board 
would be composed of represent- 
atives from the Arined Forces, the 
Government and the University 
authorities, > 

It has been stated by Dr. Cody 
that the Conference as a whole did 
not approve the setting up of such 
a body owing to the "undue pater- 
nalism" and the financial burden 
which the step would Involve. It 
was added, however, that the gen- 
eral resolutions Included In the re- 
port were being seriously consid- 
ered by those in authority.

Among the positions which will soon be 
contested on the campus is that of President 
of the Union. It carries with it a greater 
. degree of immediate responsibility than do 
?*inost of the other posts for which elections 
are being held. It it the duty of the Union 
President, in collaboration with the Vice- 
j ., . President and the Secretarj', who form the 
Union House Committee, to see to it that 
the facilities of the building are kept avail- 
/ -able to the studenti. To do. this it is first 
of all necessary for him to insure that the 
physical equipment of the Union is 
properly looked after and that whatever 
adjustments are needed from time to time 
. be made. It thereby falls to him to allot 
to the employees whatever work has to be 
: done. ^^^> ^^ort, to see to it that the 
fe'-' Union is maintained as a place which the 
male students can use as their club and 
maintain it in such a way that its usé will 
be, on the whole, satisfactory lo them. 

Apart from these responsibilities to the 
students he has, at times, to use his judg- 
ment in doing what he considers to be in 
the best interest of thé University. Each 
year there arise certain situations, the out> 
come of which will reflect to the Univer- 
^«ty's credit or disadvantage. How he 
hanidlès these situations wijl in the last 
f/r analysis depend on how he thinks along 
the lines in question. 

In casting their votes, therefore, the

LES CONCERTS SYMFHONIQUES 

On Monday I mentioned that the Montreal 
orcheitra had Improved remarkably within the 
last few months; this statement was certainly 
verified by the excellence of Tuesday night's 
performance. 

The program started with the playing of the 
Overture to the Marriage of Figaro by Mozart, 
which was given a faultless performance in re 
gard to;(one: the only flaw seemed to lie In the 
fact that Desire Defauw took the piece a little 
too slowly. 

The principal work of the evening was 
Brahms' first symphony. This is a grand slowly 
moving symphony full of undercurrents of 
melancholy and reserve which are not thrown 
off until the final movement brings in a trium- 
phal theme of purity and relief. The whole 
style is reminiscent of Schumann, although 
Brahms stresses harmonic effects rather than 
romantic. , 

Dm first movement, an allegro, was played 
with reièrve and surentss. This is by no means 
easy to play, because there Is no' single motive 
throughout, rather an introduction to the 
themes that are to follow in the next three 
movements. 

The second and third 'movements were 
played with sympathy, and an appreciation of 
feeling in addition to technical perfection; 
there it a remarkable contrast in themes 
throughout the third movement, between the 
pizzicatl and smooth violin sections which was 
splendidly hjndied. 

In . the glorious fourth movement, the or- 
chestra produced the maximum effect of 
aipotheotit, of final happiness, after a long 
struggle. 

After the intermission, the orchestra played 
an Idyll by Gabriel Faure, entitled 'Fclleas and 
Malissande." This is purely descriptive music, 
In four parts— Introduction, La Pileuse, Sicili- 
enne, and Mort de Melissande. 

Thè last work on this program was the 
symphonic arrangement of the Prelude and 
Llebestode from "Tristan und Isolde," In this 
reviewer's opinion one of the most perfect 
compositions ever produced. This was the most 
satisfying performance which I have ever 
heard of this work, far superior even to the 
production given by the Metropolitan Opera 
Company on Siturday. — F.T.A.

Think Before You Writc-^ 
Professor Tells What's 
Wrong With StudenU' ; '^ 
Essays

Rudyard Kipling will help me to 
make a point about essay-writing 
which I might otherwise be dis- 
posed to shirk. His quaint little 
poem of "Evarra and his Gods" has 
certain moral and intellectual im- 
plications that are very much to the 
point. ' 

In each of several lives, Evarra 
the artist creatéd statues of gods, in 
each case writhig above the shrine 
or on the plinth: "Thus gods are 
made, and whoeo makcth them oth- 
erwise, shall die." The first was 
god "in gold and pearl, «With tur- 
quoise diadem and human eyes, A 
Wonder in the sunshine, seen afar, 
The second, hewn out of the "living 
rock," became "A terror in the tun- 
shine, seen afar.'! The third, "be 
cause he lived among a simple 
folk," was whittled from a "fallen 
pine," the fourth "of' dtmg and 
homs dropped In the miré." In 
Paradise at last, Evarra meets the 
true and only God who praises his 
work and his "more wondrous law." 
Thereupon, "with laughing mouth, 
but tear-wet eyes, Evarra cut his 
gods from Paradise." Thé point of 
thU little fable, Kipling doet not 
actually state, but surely it is that 
Evarra in each of his liyes used the 
best materials available and wrought 
the best work of which hé was cap- 
ablé. This is thè law. 

The student who can himself find 
flaws and weaknesses in his own 
essay, will learn nothing from sub 
milting it to an instructor; but if he 
submit the best writing of which he 
is capable, the Instructor may be 
able to help him improve on that 
best, and so advance. Do students 
submit the best work they can do? 
Professors do not think so. Before 
writing this article, I asked a num- 
ber of them, "What's wrong with 
student essays?" The answers were: 
"They don't think," "They don't 
come to grips with the 'subject," 
"They don't try to say anything." 
In other words, ànd the verdict is 
as old at timé, students do not sub- 
mit their bètt 

If they did, each new set of essays 
would not bring a new set of 
howlers." As long as these seemed 
funny, I used to collect them; but 
they have long since passed beyond 
humor for me— not, I think, that I 
have myself gone tour, but that I 
have learned that what students do, 
the great ones of the earth do also, 
and student howlers associate ^theiii' 
selves with men asleep at the switch 
everywhere and merge with the 
manifold tragedies of this world 
Are not the writers of the follow- 
ing specimens .asleep: ^i^/Vj ',ï- 
"Stte blew her nose noisily end 
stuck It Into' her hand-bag." 

"Wordsworth expresses this 
thought in his 'ImiUtlons of Im 
mortality'." 

The milk-man found himself 
looking at a woman raped in a 
bath-robo at his nèxt stop." 

"He. first talking of making an 
object in which a human could go 
to a great depth and return alivé 
with Theodore Roosevelt." (Wm. 
Beebe's diving bell).

The 
point it that It you don't want to, 
you can't; If you do want to, ybu 
can. Get worried. 

How can you leam anything, ex- 
cept by doing it? There wts solid 
virtue in the old fashion of taaehing 
youngsters to swim by heaving them 
overboard. If they swam, fine! If 
they didn't, there was one less nuis- 
ance for the world to take care of. 
I hope there will always remain a 
few old Romans on University facul- 
ties. 

Being neither oM nor Roman, I 
shall proccèd with diagrams and 
water-wingi. ' 

All there is to essay writing it 
this: You must know what you 
want to say, and you mutt know 
the meaning of the words you use. 

You must know what you want to 
say. Many students don't know. 
They sit down and sweat out a 
paragraph without the ghost of an 
Idea as to what comes next They 
dream of something called "style," 
and imagine that by a gift of thé 
gab a writer can clothe emptiness. 
No good essay was ever written by 
sawing off a chunk of notliing and 
draping a style over it .. In ^fact, 
there is no such thing as style apart 
from mattér; If there were. It would 
be like an expensive evening wrap 
keeping a wax modèl warm In a 
shop window. Most readers would 
prefer a less expensive garment 
with real Human flesh showing in 
the proper places. It is the flesh 
that makes the frock interesting. 
That style is best, in short, which 
grows out of the matter In. band 
ud out of the character of the 
writer. The third behest, then, is to 
forget style, and concentraté on 
what you have to say. 

You 'must know the mcsning of 
the words you use. I havé already 
given a list of howlers. Surely noth- 
ing Is so tragic in life as the man 
who cannot express quite simple 
things, who cannot say what he 
means; conversely, there is no per- 
son quite so effective as the man 
who has command of words, To 
SHch men the world turns In emer- 
gencies—to Churchill, lo Roosevelt 
—even though we may be content 
in piping times of eue to muddle 
along with fact that all the great 
the herole, muddy thinkers. And It 
is strange the noble actions of the 
world are expressed to us and re- 
membered by us in noble words. 
The great thinkers of tcience, the 
great engineers, the great phyit- 
dans, the great butlneis; men have 
never despised— as ""studlnts' of en- 
gineering! of medicine, of commérce 
are apt to do— the art of words; for 
thinking, without words it barely, if 
at all, poaiible, and thought is the 
common tool of grcatneii. 

How can one know thé métning 
of words? The same old answer: by 
being interested, by being con- 
cerned about them, by being wor- 
ried. THere are dictlonarlet, but it 
is pointless to mention their names, 
for the student who wants to know 
will find them, and the names will 
not Induce the others to look. But 
we have in the English languaj|e a 
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monument worth looking at if for 
no other reason because it Is one 
of the wonders of the world. How 
far will you travel to sec a pyra- 
mid? Boulder Dam? Sydney 
Bridge? The Taj Mahal? You can 
see in your own Library! and in 
every library in the civilized world, 
a copy of the Oxford Dictionary, a 
book which seventy years and thou- 
sands of workers wrote, a book 
which tries to follow every Eng- 
lish word from its first introduction 
into the language down to the pres- 
ent and to give abundant illustra- 
tions of its various use. If in the 
realm ot the practical any greater 
achievement stands to the credit ot 
mankind, I don't know what it is. 
There are also smaller dictionaries 
that are "S^fdj^^y^^iji^iisi^,,^^^^

Preamble: 

The present world-wide struggle 
of the United NaUons for their 
civilization and culture has made 
them take stock of their institutions 
and the contribution that these In- 
stitutions make to the winning of 
the war, and to preparations for the 
peace. The free university is one 
of J the distinguishing institutions of 
the United Nations and symbolizes 
the liberty for which ,we are fight- 
ing. The university,- as a symbol 
of the democratic way of life, 
should be the first to appraise it* 
self and its work when the freedom 
of our civilization is threatened. 

We, members of the staff and 
student body of the University of 
Toronto, have endeavoured to con- 
sider the function of our Univer- 
sity in the present crisis. 

We have been guided by certain 
general principles and have sought 
to harmonize these principles in the 
report which we present. 

We have considered, first, the 
necessity of winning the war, on 
which the fate of the university, of 
Canada, and ot civilization de 
pends. We have sought to dbeover 
by what means the university may 
increase its contribution to the war 
effort. 

We have felt, at the same time, 
that it was necessary to take a long 
range view of the work of the Uni 
vcrslty. It roust turn out men and 
women of broad vision and'undei 
standing to deal wisely with the 
problems of the peace and recoa 
struction. It must maintain its près 
ent high cultural standards so that 
our successors and not least those 
men who have postponed their edu- 
cation to fight for liberty may find 
opportunities to pursue every ave- 
nue of scholarship. In short we must 
guard against an eagerness to 
blindly increase our immediate 
fighting strength to the detriment 
of the standards o>f our cultural life 
and of the quality of our teaching. 
Such was the general outlook of 
the framers of the report 

In presenting this report St is 
necessary to stale clearly how the 
conference was assembled. The sel- 
ection of the sixty-five student 
delegates was controlled by the re- 
cognized student-governing organ- 
izations of each faculty. The staff 
delegation was composed of some 
forty members of the staff from dif- 
ferent faculties and courses who 
were invited by the students lo 
participate. Other students and fa- 
culty members gladly volunteered 
their co-operation. 

While the rej;>ort constitutes a 
representative expression of the 
views of the students, faculty opin- 
ion, as expressed thereby, is the 
opinion of the faculty members of 
the conference only. 

The following are the resolutions 
of the conference: 

I. CONSTITUTION AND GEN- 
ERAL FUNCTION OF THE U.S. 
S.B. 

1. That University Selective Ser- 
vice Board be established in order 
to ensure that both students and 
staff contriliute their > upmost to 
winning the war. 

2. That the University Selectlvo 
Service 'Board (U.S.S.B.) consist of 
(i) representation from the armed 
forces (which shall present their 
needs for graduates and students 
with university training), (11) rep- 
resentation from the Government 
(which shall present the needs of 
industry and of the community in 
general) and (Hi) a majority rep^ 
resentation from the university 
(which shall, as always, control the 
academic qualifications for admit- 
tance and the academic' training of 
the students while attending the 
university). 

Representatives ot the facilities 
should be invited to give advice re- 
lating to their faculties when re- 
quired. 

3. That the official liaison be- 
tween the U.S.S.B. and the student 
body be the Students' Administra- 
tive ouncil which shall bring be- 
fore the U.S.S3. 'any. problems 
raised by .the students, and which 
shall Inform the students' of the 
policies and decisions of the 
U.S.S.B, 

II. CONDITIONS OF AdSuSSION 
AND ENROLMENT 
1. That the U.S.S.B. together'with 
the university authorities determine 
the distribution and number of stu- 
dents required in each cqiuse, a«- 



cording, on the one hand, to the 
needs of preserving our culture and 
the requirements of post-war re- 
construction and, on the other hand, 
to the needs of technical personnel 
in the;Jtrmed forces^ 

2. That in dealing with the under- 
graduates now in attendance at the 
university the U.S.S.B. determine 
the distribution and number of 
students required in each course 
and where there is an excess in any 
course a system of selection based 
upon merit bo employed at the be- 
ginning of the session 1943-44. 

3. That the U.S.S.B. set up a com- 
mittee to act as an advisory and in- 
formation bureau to advise local and 
out-of-town students regarding 
qualifications, subjects and courses 
in which students are required. 

4. That senior students be avail- 
able to assist the U.S.S.B. in advis- 
ing applicants as to their selection 
of a course. 

5. That the y.S.S.B. co-operate 
with the admissions committees of 
the various faculties and schools, of 
the university in order to make sure 
that the best qualified students are 
admitted to the various courses, ir- 
respective of age. 

6. That a .condition for admission 
of men and women to the univer- 
sity be their willingness on gradua- 
tion to accept a suitable position for 
which they will have been trained 
and which would be offered to them 
by the U.S.S3. in conjunction with 
the National Selective Service 
Board,, 

7. That it be the policy of the 
U.S.S.B. in conjunction with the 
national selective service board to 
secure that students entering the 
university are those potentially 
most useful in the war effort ir' 
respective of their means, This 
necessarily involves the introduc 
tlon of a system of Federal Govern 
ment aid to students. 

8. That at no stage ot the pro- 
ceedings of the U.S.S.B. or admis- 
sion committees should any student 
be debarred by reason of national 
ity, colour, creed or sex. 

9. That in accordance with the 
principle ot this report whereby 
students are selected according to 
their merit, men with conscientious 
objections to military training or 
service be admitted to the unlver 
sity on condition that they do al 
ternate service for a number of 
hours equal to the time spent by 
students In military graining. 

III. Military Training and Sam' 
mer Work. 

1. That all men students who are 
physically fit to be required to 
take two years of basic military 
training, preferably in the first two 
years of their courses. 

2. That military training taken in 
the first two years be accepted in 
lieu of the non-military Physical 
Training required by the university. 

3. That students proceeding to the 
armed forces be given further mili- 
tary training specially designed to 
meet the requirements of commis- 
sioned rank. 

4. That military training to ^the 
university be revised to make it 
more effective, for example, by 
elimination of superfluous repeti- 
tion and the introduction of ade- 
quate incentives to serious effort. 

5. That consideration be given to 
increasing the period In summer 
field-training and reducing the 
hours spent on military training 
during the academic session. 

6. That efforts be made to hold 
military training camps immediate- 
]y after or immediately before the 
academic session. 

7. That where vacations are not 
eliminated students secure through 
the U.S.S.B, essential work which, 
whenever possible, shall be related 
to their studies. Where a student 
is in training for the armed forces 
this may take the form ot military 
training at camp. 

IV. ACCELERATION OF COURSES 

1. That if any academic course Is 
not turning out a sufficient number 
of graduates to meet the yearly re- 
quirements of selective service, such 
a course should be accelerated but 
the content of the course should not 
be reduced to an extent that would 
impair its quality. 

2, That students in all accelerated 
courses which require attendance 
for a^ yearly period much longer 
than the usual academic year re- 
ceive adequate financial assistance 
from the Federal Government 

V. That the standards of the Pass" 
Course in Arts be altered in such 
a manner as to approximate to an 
Honour Course. 

VI. That recommendations for gred- 
uate work be subniitled to the 
U5.S3. by the School of Graduate 
Studies, the U.S.S.B. to consider the 
recommendations .on the basis of 
special' talent and the necessity for 
continued study in relation to the 
war needs. • 
■Vll. That a department of Russian 
be established within the Univer- 
sity, offering it possible Honour 
Courses. ' 

VIII. That greater emphasis be 
placed on the study of those sub- 
jects which give students a better 
appreciation of the Issdet and back- 
ground of the war, and the pro- 
blems of reconstruction. 

IX. That the University continue 
and, if possible, increase its efforts 
to contribute to the liberal educa- 
tion of members of the armed forces 
and jrerkers in industries in: 



Canada by offering them short 
courses of study. 

X. That marriage should not de- 
bar otherwise qualified women from 
positions on the faculty of the Unir 
versity. 

XI. Finally,' that there be no sus- 
pension of the work of the Univer- 
sity in the present crisis, but that it 
be maintained in all departments, 
whether sciences or humanities, 
both during the war and after the 
war, so that our cultural and in- 
tellectual heritage as a democracy 
may be strcnei'ncncd and preserved. 



Think' More You Write 
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Students Don't Think. 
Failure to use words correctly Is 

a pervading and insidious fault, and 
It is only when they are outrage- 
ously mis-used that readers notice 
them. Words that come somewhere 
near the meaning will pass inspec- 
tion— btit they will convey a mean- 
ing quite different from that in- 
tended. In a long paper, there will 
be so many inconsistencies result- 
ing from this fumbling use of words 
that an instructor can only say, 
"Students don't think." 

So much for water-wings; now 
for diagrams. Assuming tnat you 
have done the study required in the 
essay assignment — a magnificent 
assumption— and are now ready to 
compose the essay, what is the first 
thing to do? The first thing to do 
is to take a walk around the block 
and see what it yields. It it yields 
nothing, walk around another block 
If that yields nothing, keep on walk- 
ing, walk all night, and worry, until 
you walk into the sunrise. Your 
object in so 'doing is to occupy the 
flesh which is Intrusive, and set the 
mind free. Other devices, such as 
shaving and washing dishes, are 
good, but, especially for first essays, 
they don't last long enough. Your 
object is to think the thing out; and 
there sire two parts ot yoiv essay 
that you must have before you can 
write. The first is the point of it, 
and the second is the title. If you 
have them, you have everything, 
and there is nothing more to do 
except write. That's easy. Anybody 
can write when he has something to 
say. Don't be easily satisfied: the 
first ideas that come to you will be 
the first that come to everybody; 
what you want is something pecU' 
llarly your own — your instructors 
will call it original To make sure 
that it is your own and good, you 
had better walk around another 
block. 

It you don't get the title belore* 
hand, you never will get.it; every 
intellectual baby has to be named 
before it is bom. 

You know exactly what you want 
to say. You can express that point 
in a single sentence. Do so. This 
sentence will be the last one of your 
essay. For now your task is to lead 
a reader through the processes of 
thought— omitting of course the false 
trails and b}-paths and jungles of 
the actual experience — that brought 
you to this conclusion. Writeiout 
this climatic statement, and say to 
yourself, "This is the goal I must 
reach; this is what, I must prove 
demonstrate, elucidate, explain, and 
then 111 go sleep." You wUl want 
to get through as quickly and 
efficiently as possible, consistently 
with giv'ing a complete and intelll 
giblc elaboration of your ideas. You 
will find that the expressed point of 
your essay has within itself the im 
plications of the whole article you 
must vrrite. It you study it, you will 
find where you must begin, what 
must follow, wliat explanations and 
minor points must be brought out 
before you can finally say what was 
in your mind to say all along. 

A cautioiiiiinayj^be introduced 
here. I ani not'discussing journalls 
tic writing, or "feature" articles; I 
am discussing literary technique. 
Nor am I talking about research 
papers. I am talking about such es- 
says as require no library investiga- 
tion. 

Let me give an example. Recently 
a class of mine compared the ideas 
on - Death expressed by Milton's 
"Lyddas" and Donne's "Second An< 
niversary." On returning the pap- 
ers I remarked that nobody seemed 
to realize a great difference in 
method between the two men, that 
Donne, however difflctilt, is quite 
explicit, while Milton must be read 
by inference. That - point, let us 
say, is good- enough for an essay 
whose climactic statement will be: 
"The savagery of Donne is that of 
cold, explicit intellect, while Mil- 
ton's attitude toward death comes 
to us mellowed by the warmth of a 
lovable' young man whose charac- 
ter, like his ideas, we read between 
the lines." 

The whole essay is . implicit in 
that statement,. Can it be; proved? 
The Writer hiust show by 'illustra^ 
tlon and example that Donne's 
ideas are savage, that his writing 
is obscure, that his meaning is nev- 
ertheless get-at-able, and that it is 
all there in the actual words he 
uses; he must show that in Milton 
no clear-cut ideas are expressed in 
so many words, but that we may 
Infer from this,, that and the other 
evidence that such and such ideas 
must have been present in his mind. 
Having iiroved his i>oint, .the writer 



is ready to express It; having ex- 
pressed it, he may go to play. 
Wide Margins Requi^sted 
Finally, a word may be said about 
manuscript It is conventional in all 
civilized countries to write on one 
side of the paper, and to leave mar- 
gins wide enough for insults. The 
general idea is to make the reading 
easy and as pleasing an experi- 
ence as possible. There is a ceitaln 
flattery of the reader Involved; you 
say in effect' that you consider his 
time more valuable than the sheet 
paper, that you might have saved 
writing edge to edge. Human be- 
ings, even professors, have been 
known to respond to flattery. Tldi- 
icss of manuscript can be defended 
n other groimds than those,ot "Do 
unto others." The manuscript is 
your advertising. It tells the world 
what kind ot person you are. Most 
us do not care to see our por- 
traits in untidy work. 

Margins wide enough for Insults. 
An American friend of mine sub- 
mitted a piece of scholarly work to 
distinguished English scholar for 
criticism, and showed me the re- 
sults, the margins were full ot such 
comment as would have humiliated 
me into perpetual silence, comment 
not merely insulting, but savage 
brutal. My friend, however, was 
deeply grateful, •'The guy's doln' me 
favor. Gee, look at all the time he 
put on it." He refused to be hurt, 
he insisted on learnbig from this 
experience all there was in it to 
learn; and it is this intensity of his 
will to learn that has. already made 
him a very important and influ 
ential person in the world of 
scholarship. I tell the story not 
idly,' but for the purpose of saying 
that a genuine student can learn 
even under the most distressing 
and discouraging circumstances 

Professors of English History, 
Philosophy, and others. who assign 
essays, have a notion that there is 
an intellectual training and discip- 
line to be found in writtog them. 
Is this Idea of theirs just amiable 
nonsense due to a softening of the 
brain Miat sets in wiHi the first 
year of teaching and . that acceler- 
ates thereafter? I have tried to show 
that good essay writing is based on 
thinking, that content is importan*^ 
and that that style is best which 
grows out of the meaning. Certain 
it is on this basis that all essays are 
judged;, on this basis they are 
graded. Essay writbig ought then, 
to provide intellectual exercise, 
training in the processes of thought; 
and it needs no demonstration that 
thinkers are ot some value to the 
world. 

This, then, Is the sum of the 
gospel: put your heart into it; be 
sure you have something to say 
that is worth saying; learn the 
meaning ot words; start at the be- 
gbining and stop at the end. Thus 
are essays written, and whoso writes 
them, otherwise .... . .
